To the Board of Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church in the United States: 


Representing the people of Sendai, I beg to address you at this time. For many years 
the people of the city and of this whole vicinity have been increasingly appreciating the 
important contribution that the Tohoku Gakuin is making to the educational work of North- 
eastern Japan. They have regarded with pride its beautiful buildings, they have recognized 
the excellency of its educational work, and they have had growing appreciation of its spiritual | 
education. And all have gratefully recognized that this good work is largely due to the benevo- 
lence of the Christian people of America, whom your Board represents.

Now, however, through a conflagration which occurred early on the morning of March 
2nd, the largest and most beautiful of the buildings, together with a large dormitory, were 
laid in ashes. It is a very great loss, and I extend to all who have relation with the school 
my sincerest condolence. It would be an unspeakable regret if the excellent work of the school 

| should be hindered by the destruction of these buildings. However, it is our earnest hope, 

through the sympathy and help of the many friends of the school, both American and 

| Japanese, that not only the buildings may be rebuilt, but that the foundations may be laid 

for a still larger work in the future. We believe that the Tohoku Gakuin has a great 

mission to fulfill for our country, and feel exceedingly sorry that this calamity has befallen 

the school. Thinking that these words may be some comfort to you in the anxiety you no 
doubt feel at this time, I take the liberty of writing this to you.

THE 


Notwithstanding the great calamity that befell the school, 
there .was an interval of only a few days before the an- 
nual examinations were held. The commencement exer- 
cises took place on March 25th, the date that had been 
set before the fire. 


Commencement was held in the Church. There was a 
large and sympathetic audience present. All the exercises 
were sanctified by our great affliction. There were 81 
graduates: 67 from the Middle School, 14 from the Lit- 
erary Course, and 2 from the Theological Course. Of the 
67 Middle School graduates, 25 went out as baptized 
Christians, and of the Literary Course graduates all but 
1 were Christians. Of the 14 Literary graduates 3 enter 
the Theological Course, 5 have entered the Japan Mail 
Steamship Company, 3 the Bank of Korea, 2 become teach- 
ers in the Blind, Deaf and Dumb School in Osaka, and 
only 1 has no position yet. It is a splendid thing to see 
these promising Christian young men stepping into good 
business positions or other useful service, right after grad- 
uation. They will be a leavening power in society. The 
3 theological graduates of course have places already. 
One of them is a young man of specially great promise; 
like a number of other good workers in Japan he is the 
son of a shinto priest. 


After commencement came the work of fixing up places 
for the work of the new school year. Through the sym- 
pathy of many people of the city we succeeded in making 
some kind of temporary provision. We turned out the 
students out of our Higher Department dormitory and 
fitted it up for recitation rooms for the College and Sem- 
inary students. For the fifth-year students of the Middle 
School we fitted up three rooms in the Seminary building; 
for the fourth year students the former College rooms; 
for the third yearers we are building a temporary’ shed 
at the same place where we are housing the second yearers 
in the old Y. M. C. A. building (formerly Methodist 
Church), about two blocks away, which we bought last 
year, For the first year students the large primary school 
adjoining our premises kindly loaned us the use of their 
former Kindergarten building. The Church is used for 
the morning chapel services. Through the kind help of 
the prefectural office we were loaned desks, blackboards, 
teachers’ desks and other equipment by various schools in 
the city, including the Baptist Girls’ School. In every 
case it seemed a pleasure to help us out. ; 


The entire examinations were held on April lst, the 
regular time. There were 271 applicants for the entering

year of the Middle School, the largest number we have 
ever had; also in the examinations they showed the best — 
scholarship of any set of applicants yet. Out of the 271 
we could take only 108. It was very sad to see the large a r 

number of boys, many of them accompanied by their 
fathers or mothers, gathering to see the posted-up list of — 
successful applicants, because three-fifths of them had i 
to go away disappointed. For the entering year in the 
College there were not so many applicants. Only about — je 
40 came, though we were prepared to take as many as 56g ; 
This drop from last year is no doubt largely due to our 
failure to even start our College buildings. We must do 

our best to prepare for next school year. 8 4

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Ministers’ Salaries and Efficiency 


F congregations knew how much the efficiency of their pastors depends on an adequate salary, the 

shame of a woefully underpaid ministry would soon be removed. The story of the preacher who 

borrowed five dollars from one of his parishioners every Saturday evening and returned it on Monday 
morning, and who, upon inquiry being made as to this strange practice, said that he could preach better 
when he had some money in his pockets than when they were empty, may be apocryphal; but it is 
psycologically true. There is a kind of poverty that enervates and depresses; that robs a man of the 
sense of independence and power; that puts into him the’ feeling of enslavement and servitude; that makes 
him a hireling. 

Like Paul, every preacher is a bond-servant of Jesus Christ, and he is also under bonds to serve 
his fellowmen. But by no kind of legitimate reasoning can an underpaid ministry in our day be defended 
on the ground that poverty was once the lot of the disciples of Jesus. A true ministry will always be 
sacrificial. The cross is not only the symbol of all that is deepest and most fundamental in Christianity ; 
but the spirit of the cross and the experience of it, can never be escaped by those who would be the leaders 
of the world’s progress and regeneration. 


A living salary will not put the preacher above the obligation of self-denial and sacrifice. All who 
would follow Jesus, are under compulsion to deny themselves and to take up the cross. This law is of 
universal application. No one can be released from its operation—least of all the preacher. But the 
preacher who endures poverty at the hands of a congregation that can afford to support him adequately, 
may be conniving at a mean and avaricious and unsocial spirit in his people, which as a pastor he ought 
to seek to eradicate as speedily as possible. 


The minister does not ask to be put on an equality of income with the man of business or even 
the members of other learned professions. He prefers that the ministry at least shall continue as a 
liberal profession. His services are not for sale. He is not seeking to accumulate a fortune. All that 
he asks is for such a support as will make him the most efficient servant of his Lord and Master. 


It is taken for granted that the minister is deeply spiritual and consecrated; that he has fitted himself 
for his calling by proper training and discipline, and that he lives in the spirit of self-denial and sacrifice. 
But our age demands, absolutely demands of the efficient minister many things that only an adequate sup- 
ply of money can provide. He must be well dressed. He will not be excused fot wearing shabby clothes ; 
neither will his wife or children. He must live in a reasonably good house and neighborhood; and his 
house must be becomingly furnished. He must be hospitable and generous. A reputation for stinginess, 
no matter under what compulsion he saves his pennies, hurts him in the community. He must read 
books and many of them, if he is to feed his mind. , The principal magazines should be on his table. There 
must be opportunity for some travel that he may broaden his outlook and increase his personal contacts. 
In a word, he is a public man and belongs to the public. In this respect he is altogether different from 
the so-called laboring man or mechanic. This man can do largely as he pleases so far as the public is 
concerned. He can live where he pleases, dress as he pleases, and in a general way, order his life without 
reference to the community at large. What the community thinks about him does not necessarily effect 
the product of his labor, if he makes shoes or lays bricks or drives an engine. But the effectiveness 
of the minister’s work depends almost wholly on the attitude of the community toward him. In the 
‘preacher personality is what counts, and in the degree in which his personality is vital, vibrant, rich and 
stimulating, will he be helpful to the people. 


Now, if he is not given a salary adequate to all these needs that are absolutely essential to a growing 
personality, he is likely to become less and Jess useful and desirable as a minister of a congregation. 
Many a preacher is literally starved in mind and body, and how can he be expected to feed others when 
If your preacher has been growing stale; 
sermons over and over again; if he scolds in the pulpit; if he is pessimistic and has lost the fire and 
enthusiasm of other days, try as a remedy, the raising of his salary, instead of scheming how to get rid of 
If that does not help, then he is probably hopeless. 
insufficient support, there will probably be an almost immediate change which will surprise the congrega- 
tion, for he will begin to devour books again; he will seek the inspiration of conferences and schools.

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A LETTER FROM THE EDITOR —II_ A LETTER FROM FRANCE 


A train ride from the docks to the railway station leads 
through a considerable portion of Havre, but does not 
give the most favorable impression of that port city. 
We were soon made to realize that the smattering knowl- 
edge of French possessed by most of us needed rein- 
forcement. At 8.05 A. M. we left Havre for Paris, 
arriving in the capital at 1.30 P. M., where we were all 
most comfortably located in the Grand Hotel Terminus, 
opposite the Gard St. Lazare. Most of us attended ser- 
vices in the Notre-Dame Cathedral or La Madeleine, 
though some hunted the American Church and others the 
central “Y” headquarters, where a Los Angeles minister 
gave a fine address. In our two days in Paris we utilized 
the services of an experienced Cook Guide, and thus were 
P enabled to see most of the “high points’ in the most 
ee beautiful large city in the world, some adding side trips 
to Versailles. We shall not venture to write of the great 
Churches, the wonderful boulevards, the artistic edifices, 
____ the Louvre, the Eiffel Tower, and the wheel near by which 
4s the “biggest revolver” in the world, the statuary, the 
_ Arch of Triumph, the Champs Elyees, Les Invalide’s, the 

Place de la Concorde, the Trocadero, the Place l’Opera, 

and other points which have interested visitors to Paris 

through the years. Those who have been there before 

say that the distinguishing marks of the Paris of 1919, 
ae in addition to the scores of captured German cannon, 
airplanes, etc., on exhibition at the Squares, are the num- 
ber of soldiers in evidence everywhere, and the dispro- 
-portionate number in mourning. Surely another mark is 
the number of Americans and the place they now hold 
~ sin the life of the city. With regard to the women in 
‘mourning, we were expending considerable sympathy on 
-——s everyone we saw until a man long resident in France 


told us not to take it so seriously, as many were likely 
to wear it in memory of a 42nd cousin who had died in 
_ the war, in view of the fact that French girls had dis- 


covered how becoming the mourning garb is to many of 
‘them, +=Since we have seen the flirtations carried on by 
a number of those thus arrayed, both in Paris and Mar- 
- seilles, we are inclined to think he knew whereof he spoke. 
: There were said to be 25,000 American soldiers passing 
_ through Paris on March 30, and thousands more have 
been stationed there for some time. Next to the blue 
uniforms of the French one saw the khaki of Uncle Sam 
more frequently than any other. It was difficult to walk 
a block in any direction without passing a bunch of Amer- 
ican boys.

We had found prices high i in London; they were even 
higher in Paris. It is difficult to get butter or sugar at 
most places. Saccharine tablets are served for the latter, 
and occasionally you get margarine for the former. But 
if there is any scarcity of other foods, one notices it 
even less in France than in England. Our hotel served 
t-class meals in every respect, even if we had to be 
ed with a cup of coffee, tea or chocolate, served 

e dry roll. for breakfast. ee quite made up for 


We naturally wanted to see the place where 


this with their elaborate luncheons and dinners. It was 
not so easy, of course, to discover the sentiment of the 
French folk as of the British, for they speak a different 
language and have, it must be added, a very different 
point of view. One asks for directions in England, and 
no matter how courteous the reply it is difficult for an 
American to follow the instructions given. Thus a Bobby 
was asked to tell us the way to Buckingham Palace. - He 
said: “Go to the top of the Monument and turn to the 
right.” He probably meant the far side of the monu- 
ment, but the point for turning was quite a bit beyond 
that. In France, however, the man from whom you en- 
quire is likely to walk several blocks out of his way to 
show you the proper direction. In spite of this French 
gallantry, it is not easy for us to get the Gallic point 
of view. To have lost as many men as France did would, 
we feel, have caused such a reaction in America as to 
leave a visible mark of seriousness and sorrow for years. 
But those who have visited the great French cities before 
say they were never gayer than now. The only difference 
is in the added touch of color from the uniforms of 
soldiers and sailors of all nations. One sees this in Paris, 
but even more does one see it in the great port city of 
Marseilles. We saw the residence of Clemenceau and 
the place where he was recently shot, and had pointed 
out to us the residences of many of the leading heroes, 
patriots and authors of France, the statues erected by 
Americans in honor of Lafayette, and of course the beauti- 
ful avenue now called “le President Wilson.” We had 
some little glimpses‘also of the gay night life of Paris, 
and can well believe that those American boys who escape 
the finesse of the accomplished seductresses of Paris are 
worthy of no little commendation. The atmosphere seems 
favorable to all manner of laxity in morals, and we can 
Le more than grateful for the stringent measures taken 
by our military authorities. A number of officers to whom 
we spoke agree, however, that since the armistice was 
signed these regulations are by no means stringent enough. 
We take off our hats to the “Y” for the work it is con- 
tinuing to do. There may have been considerable justi- 
fication for the criticism of the personnel of the “Y” men 
earlier in the war, but those we have met were for the 
most part outstanding men who would have been a credit 
to any enterprise. 

We left Paris Monday night with some regret, and a 
15 hour ride brought us to Marseilles. Sleeping cars are 
at a premium in France, so we had to travel in a typical 
first-class compartment, each holding six persons, and in 
that little, stuffy compartment we had to “sit the night 
out” and yearn for the day. Outside in the narrow aisle, 
stretched in all sorts of attitudes and indulging in all 
grades of stentorian snores, French soldiers were sleep- 
ing. All passenger trains are overcrowded in France these 
days, and we counted ourselves fortunate to get accom- 
modations at all. The dining car service compares in 
expensiveness with America, and goes it one better. We 
were all very glad when the sun arose and revealed the 
stinnier and more beautiful country of southwestern 
France into which we had come, its hills and vales dotted 
with thousands of olive, peach and almond trees, the last 


in full blossom. Myriad acres of vineyards and orchards 
raced by, and the verdant sheen of the trees was more 
pronounced against the chalky cliffs beyond, with an oc- 
casional old castle in Provence, like that near Arles where 
Henry of Navarre held forth until at length we came in 
sight of the blue Mediterranean, and at 11 A. M. arrived 
in the ancient city of Marseilles, established by the Phoe- 
nicians at least six centuries before Christ, and now num- 
bering not far from a million inhabitants. We were soon 
taken to the Grand Hotel Louvre et Paix, where I found 
my comfortable room with a little outside balcony over- 
looking the street and affording a great view of the great 
Cathedral N. D. de la Garde, which is erected on a 
dizzy height above the city and from which one can obtain 
a simply wonderful panoramic view of the city and its 
environs, including the beautiful harbor and the broad 
expanse of the sea. 

Marseilles is a gay, quaint, cosmopolitan and, I fan 
extraordinary wicked city. Experienced travellers say 
never have the cafes been more crowded, never the vice 
districts more patronized. Here one sees more of the 
life of Southern Europe, where nearly all live on the 
streets. It is very much warmer, and the streets are cer- 
tainly jammed with about the motliest crowd I have ever 
looked upon. Here one sees soldiers and sailors of all 
nations, and a large percentage are black or yellow. The 
Algerians and Moroccans vie in interest with those from 
Indo-China and the coolies from China itself. Race pre- 
judice_seems to have .disappeared, and I saw a number 
of white girls hanging most affectionately on the arms 
of men as black as coal. In the restricted districts for 
block after block painted courtesans in ballet costume hang 
out of the doors of dark halls and dingy wine-shops, 
brazenly soliciting trade. Only the American Government 
maintains a Military Police (about 250 M. P.’s are patrol-

A fine character is a precious possession. Anything that 
interferes with its attainment must be eliminated or over- 
ccme. Robust health is an important asset. 
which militates against physical vigor is hostile to man’s 
welfare. Human flesh has always been compelled to com- 
bat diseases. Physicians are modern warriors who wage 
battles against the enemies of the body. The art of healing 
has been so far developed that many diseases have lost 
their terror for us, Preventive measures have taken away 
the sting of some contagious and infectious diseases. 
a consequence, we do not have the old-time epidemics of 
diphtheria and small-pox. Physicians, Boards of Health 
and the State deal wisely with mumps, whooping cough, 
chicken-pox, measles, scarlet fever, small-pox, diphtheria 
and epidemi¢ influenza. We ought to treat all communi- 
cable diseases with the same frankness and intelligence 
which we accord to those already on the quarantine list. 
The police power of the State is a secondary factor in such 
matters and is used only to preserve citizens against pos- 
sible contagion. It is not regarded as criminal to be 
quarantined. 


A similar_attitude should be developed in regard to 


social disease. Hitherto, these infections have been re- 
garded carelessly and have not been allowed to enter the 
list of conversational topics. Unless we face the facts 
fearlessly we will be waging a losing battle. Recent war 
activities have made us more wide-awake than formerly. 
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ling the city) and makes an effort to keep Uncle Sam’s 
boys outside of these evil sections. The other soldiers 
wander around there with impunity and seem even to 
be encouraged in vice by the attitude of their govern- 
ments. One cannot but wonder if the great war has failed 
to teach men any lesson at all. Or has it been forgotten 
already? 

We saw the horse-heads in Paris which told that horse- 
meat was for sale within, but here in Marseilles we also 
saw dog-meat for sale in the street markets, the heads 


of the dogs being left on the carcasses. It was interesting, Fs 
too, to see the ship-loads of peanuts unloaded, sorted 
and bagged by Algerians on the docks, and to note the © ‘al 
girls carrying huge baskets of oranges on their heads from oe 


the ships. On almost every corner there are girls selling 
oranges, figs, dates and raisins, crying their wares in shrill — 
tones. As I write there has passed the hotel a crowd 
of at least 2000 working men singing the ‘“Marseillaise.” 
The carpenters and iron-workers are striking for 20 francs 
a day and 8 hours (about $3.60), which is considered a 
high wage here. Considering the prices asked in the stores, 
even higher than in Paris, one does not wonder at the 
social unrest. It is a time of ferment on the earth God 
grant us wisdom to meet the crying needs of this great — ie 
time. We have been delayed here for several days by © 
the failure of our ship, the Camberra, to arrive. She 
is now in port and we are under orders to board her to- 
morrow. If we get away on Saturday, as we now hope, ay 
we count on landing at Port Said, Egypt, 1510 miles 
away, about Thursday, April 10. That will give us 10. 


days to see a bit of Egypt and reach Jerusalem by Easter. — 
We are thankful to report all the members of our Com- 
mission well and eager for the duties and opportuniti re 
ahead. . a

We now understand the importance of safe-guarding 1 
ltealth of soldiers. This is but a step to grasping the ne 
sity of protecting the health of the entire population, 
Medical Department of the Army and the Navy set 
example.

The patient is carefully taught how 
to avoid spreading infection. The physicians in charge 
are invested with certain police powers and can quarantine 
cases which carelessly or flagrantly imperil the health of 
others..

Inform yourself on the subject: Read the reports of 
specialists. Study the statistics of hospitals, asylums and 
penitentiaries. Your physician can talk on the subject 
without violating his professional courtesy and honor. Do 
not be afraid to face facts which otherwise can make the 
situation a national tragedy. 

Do not become pessimistic. Intelligence and prophylaxis 
have handled other plagues. They can do the same with 
this subtle and dangerous foe which works insidiously into 
the vitals of society. Break the silence which surrounds 
it. Bring it into the open.

Dr. Taylor told the delegates that the 
plans and purposes of the Interchurch 
World Movement would be laid before all 
the law-making bodies as fast as they meet, 
and that our General Synod had already 
taken favorable action. It may be of 
interest to note the fact that our Church 
Boards have been among the first to en- 
dorse this great project. We do well, 
therefore, to keep our eyes open to every~ 
thing that may appear in print bearing om 
this movement. 

The objectives of the Interchurch World 
Movement are very simple, but they will 
be world-embracing: 1. A scientific survey 
of the world’s needs from the standpoint 
of responsibility of evangelical Christian- 
ity; 2. Co-operative community and world 
program to meet the needs arising from 
the survey; 3. The discovery and develop- 
ment of the spiritual resources of life and 
money required by the fixed program. To 
reach these objectives it will be necessary 
to have a program of Education, Interces- 
sion, Stewardship, Lifework and Commun- 
ity Service. These are the essential features: 
of the Forwarl Movement of our Church, 
and, as in the case of the Interchurch 
World Movement, it will not be possible’ 
to determine the time schedule when all 
these things can be begun and brought to 
a successful finish. We shall hear a great 
deal about the need of prayer in this im- 
portant enterprise, but we may just as: 
well add now another need equally need- 
ful, and that is the need of patience. 

One thing was duly emphasized at Cleve- 
land, and that is that the proposal shall 
include in this gigantic campaign the 
whole broad field of Missions, at home and 
abroad, and relate, as far as possible, all 
the Christian agencies in the closest co- 
operation. The first thing, however, that 
must be done is to get the world survey- 
With this at hand it will be possible to ar- 
range for the intensive financial campaign 
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which is to be the fruitage of the develop- 
ment of the spiritual resources of the en- 
tire Christian constituency. From this day 
on the conviction should grip the member- 
ship of the whole Christian Church that 
the Spirit of God is calling His children to 
do this unprecedented piece of work. Great 
as are the problems and perplexing as may 
be the difficulties, the voice of the Master 
is calling us. The task is hard if we, as 
a denomination, should tackle it alone, but 
it is simple when all the Christians in 
North America will put their heads, hearts 
and hands together. 

From the Committee on Findings we 
gather the mind and temper of the Con- 
ference, which found expression in a brief 
formal report. The Lord has led His 
Church in this movement. The magnitude 
and urgency of the present duty to preach 
the Gospel everywhere demands the great- 
est co-operative effort among the Churches. 
This movement was born at a most oppor- 
tune time, when the hearts of all people 
are open and receptive to the Gospel mes- 
sage. The combined efforts of Christians 
will not weaken their loyalty to their own 
denominations, but will strengthen their 
loyalty to Christ whose desire it is to rule 
in the hearts and lives of all men. 

The hope kindled in the hearts of all the 
delegates present at the Conference was 
that this movement may be the first of a 
long series of years of such united effort. 
For it was felt on every hand that only 
as all ‘Christians of all Churches will join 
their forces will it be possible to bring to 
bear the ‘‘all power’’ promised by the 
Lord behind the world task in which we 
have thus far fallen so far short of our 
duty. To bring together all the Christian 
forces in North America, and to fix their 
gaze upon the one absorbing mission of 
Jesus on the earth, ‘‘there must be dust 
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on our knees and fire in our hearts,’’ for 
then only can this Interchurch World 
Movement succeed.

THE GRACE OF GOD 
Ephesians 2: 4-10; Titus 2: 11-14 
Golden Text—Through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ we shall be saved. Acts 
irra 
Lesson Outline—1. The Manifestation of 
Grace. 2. The Appropriation of Grace. 


The word ‘‘grace,’’ with its derivatives, 
is wrought deeply into the texture of our 
language. We have the terms ‘‘gracious’’ 
and ‘‘graceful.’? We speak of ‘‘dis- 
grace,’’ and we say ‘‘grace before we 
eat.’’ Originally, the word meant ‘‘charm 
or winsomeness,’’ and this old meaning 
still clings to the ordinary use of it in our 
daily speech. 

The New Testament did not coin the 
term ‘‘grace,’’ but it uses it frequently. 
One finds it only eight times in the gos- 
pels, but in the Pauline writings it is a 
dominant word. It is constantly on the 
lips of the great apostle. It forms the 
salutation and the benediction of his epis- 
tles, and through him it has gained wide 
currency in Christian theology and in our 
devotional literature. 

And in the New Testament the old word 
becomes new. The form remains, but the 
content changes. The revelation of Jesus 
Christ fills it with a vast meaning. The 
old senses—charm, courtesy, favor, win- 
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someness—are enlarged and deepened. The 
same thing happened with other words. 
The life of Christ gave them a lustre and 
a value hitherto unknown. But in no other 
instance was the transformation more rad- 
ical and wonderful than here. 

It is important for Christian people to 
know the real meaning of a term that holds 
such a prominent place in their literature 
and life. That is the chief object of our 
present lesson. 


I. The Manifestation of Grace. 
does the New Testament, and especially 
Paul, mean by ‘‘grace’’? ‘The first point 
to note is that the apostle, directly or in- 
directly, invariably connects it with Jesus 
Christ. 
life. Through Him it was manifested and 
mediated to men. In the gospel of John 
we find frequent mention of the same fact. 
‘Grace and truth came by Jesus Christ,’’ 
and men beheld His glory ‘‘full of grace 
and truth.’’ 


But, at the same time, it is God’s grace 
that Christ reveals. ‘‘The grace of God 
was given you in Christ Jesus’’’ (I Cor. 
1: 4). Sometimes men speak of ‘‘the 
grace that is in Christ’? as though it were 
in opposition to ‘‘the justice that is in 
God.’’ Or they say that it was ‘‘in and 
through Christ’’ that God became a God 
of grace, while before Christ, or outside 
Christianity, God is a God of justice. Paul, 
however, ascribes grace, with all its pless- 
ings and benefits, to God Himself. It is 
His grace, revealed to us by Christ. 


What ° 


It is He who embodied it in His © 
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And this grace of God i aovaieraly an LL 
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attribute—one among many. It is the full- 
est expression of the divine character. It 
is God’s ‘‘attitude toward sinful men and 
His action in their interest.’’ It denotes 
the fullness and freeness of His redemptive 
love. It is love glorified. That is the true 
meaning of the familiar phrases in the 
apostolic benediction, ‘‘the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and the love of God.’ 
Grace is the full significance of God’s love 
as Seen in the life of Jesus, in His serv- 
ice and sacrifice. In the Old Testament 
God is gracious and merciful. But only 
Christ reveals the full energy and the 
amazing self-sacrifice of God’s gracious 
love. The typical saint of the Old Tes- 
tament said, ‘‘I am poor and needy, yet 
the Lord thinketh upon me.’’? But Paul ex- 
claims, ‘‘The Son of God loved me and — 
gave Himself for me.?? 


What grace meant to Paul peconiad dou- ‘ 
bly clear when we turn from his letters 
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to his religious experience; for it was his 

_ personal experience, not reflection or doc- 
trinal teaching, that gave the apostle his 
profound conception of the gospel as a 
message of grace, whose great dispenser 
was Jesus Christ. As a strict Pharisee, 
Paul had sought to earn salvation by the 
most rigorous observance of the law, but 
he had failed to find peace (Rom. 7: 10). 
His fanatical zeal had made him a savage 
persecutor of the Christians. Then came 
his astonishing experience near Damascus, 
when the glorified Christ addressed His bit- 
ter enemy in tender terms of reproach and 
sappeal. From that time Christ was to 
Paul the Lord of grace. Without merit, 
yes, in spite of great demerit, the grace 
of God had saved him. It was a love that 
had its sole ground in the immeasurable 
depths of the Father’s heart. Paul had 
-done nothing to deserve it, and everything 
to forfeit it. And yet it poured its re- 
~ deeming flood irresistibly into his sinful 
life, completely transformng its course and 
character. No wonder, then, that Paul 
spent the rest of his life preaching and 
praising the grace of God. It summed up 
all those divine forces from which our sal- 
vation flows, and which were incarnate in 

Christ. 


All the great saints of Christian history 


are in full accord with Paul. Whether we 
question Augustine or Luther, Wesley or 
Moody, they all ascribe their salvation to 
_ the grace of God, which was revealed by 
_ Jesus Christ. And when, during the Mid- 
dle Ages, that central fact of ‘the Christian 
- faith had been obscured and eclipsed, 
Luther and the Reformers restored it to its 
ghtful pre-eminence. Salvation, through 
ith, by the grace of God manifested in 
hrist, became the cardinal principle of 
_ the Reformation. And it must forever re- 
main the foundation of the Christian re- 


The Appropriation of Grace. How, 
then, may a sinful man appropriate this 
- divine grace Paul’s life and _ letters 
answer that question. Man must surrender 
to it. He must trust the gracious God 
ho reveals himself in Christ, and commit 
s life to Him in perfect obedience. That 
is all; and it is everything. Through the 
gospel God calls and woos us. He speaks 
- to us as He spoke to Paul—in tender ac- 
cents of love. All that we need do is to 
_ follow the example of Paul, who trusted 
| obeyed the heavenly voice.

That is what it meant to the great apos- 
tle. Saul became Paul through the grace 
of God. The furious persecutor became a 
faithful preacher. And that is the teach- 
ing of our lesson. Grace is not a doctrine 
to be believed; not a magical power con- 
veyed to men externally, but a divine en- 
ergy. It is the very life of God, which, 
through faith, we may.appropriate. And 
then that same divine energy pulses in us, 
redeeming us from sin, enabling us ‘‘to 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world.’’ 

Paul never ceases to speak of the sin- 
conquering power of Christ’s grace in men: 
It removes not merely the guilt of sin, 
and the dread of its consequences, though 
it does all that. But it also breaks the 
power and dominion of sin over the sinner. 
It makes him able and eager to live unto 
God. It is love begetting life. 

And that is the only sure test by which 
we may know that we are saved by grace, 
and by which we may convince a skeptical 
world of the power of God’s grace to save 
men. Not our fervent hymns nor our 
ecstatic raptures; not our precise doc- 
trines of grace, nor our solemn sermons 
about its metes and bounds. ‘‘We are 
His workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 
unto good works, which God hath before 
ordained that we should walk in them.’’ 
That is the power of the grace of God, and 
its*proof. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR TOPIC 
By the Rev. Charles E. Schaeffer, D. D. 


May 18th—Life, the School of God, and Its 
Lessons. (Ps. 119: 1-8, 33-40) 


What a wonderful thing life is! How 
mysterious its origin, how manifold its ex- 
pressions, how marvelous its possibilities 
and destiny! Where do we come from? 
What are we here for? Whither are we go- 
ing? These are questions of supreme im- 
portance. There are two points of view 
with reference to the character and pur- 
pose of this present life. There are those 
who think of it as a vestibule to the life to 
come, as a Sort of preparatory stage to the 
real life that awaits us beyond the grave. 
This life is a disciplinary ground; a train- 
ing course for the life beyond. All our 
experiences, our joys and sorrows, our suc- 
cesses and failures, our victories and de- 
feats, are simply intended to train, to de- 
velop, to prepare us for the life that only 
begins after death. Many hold to this 
theory of life. For them it has no real 
meaning except as a period of discipline 
and development. The idea of a school, 
with its lessons, its training, its tasks, 
lends itself readily to this conception of 
life. All its problems, its experiences, are 
not ends in themselves; but means to an 
end. Life for many thus becomes a real 
burden, a sort of a task-master, a stage of 
existence that must necessarily be endured, 
but has no vital or permanent significance 
beyond that of preparation for something 
better. 

The other conception of life is that of a 
phase and period of service. This life is 
not simply a training school, but a field 
where we actually do as well as learn. We 
live, as well as learn to live hereafter. 
The life which we now live is not simply 
practice, but it is the game itself. We 
not simply learn to live hereafter; we do 
live here and now. This makes life some- 
thing real and earnest, and gives it a.mean- 
ing that is really worth while. Every act 
and impulse of ours is significant. 

What is our life? What are we here for 
anyhow? Some say—to get ready for heav- 
en; others, to serve God. The Westminster 
Confession asks in its opening question: 
‘‘What is the chief end of man?’’? And 
the answer follows: ‘‘To glorify God and 
enjoy Him forever.’’ The Heidelberg Cate- 


.one dominating purpose for 


chism asks: ‘‘ What is thy only comfort in 
life and in death?’’ and answers, ‘‘That 
I with body and soul, in life and death, 
am not my own, but belong to my faithful 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who with His pre- 
cious blood hath fully satisfied for all my 
sins and delivered from all the power of 
the devil, ete. Wherefore by His Holy 
Spirit He also assures me of eternal life 
and makes me heartily willing and ready 
henceforth to live unto Him.’’ These two 
statements from these two Confessions of 
Faith set forth the purpose of life very 
accurately. God has a plan and purpose 
in the world; it is the setting up of His 
Kingdom in the hearts and lives of men 
everywhere. Now we are here to enter 
into that divine program and help God in 
the realization of that great purpose. Any- 
one who does not so enter into this plan 
of God misses the real purpose of life and 
lives his life in vain. A man may live 
many years, amass great wealth, wield a 
mighty influence, receive great rewards 
and honors, but if he does not relate his 
life to the great plan and purpose of God 
in the world he will have lived in vain. 
Whatever gifts, whatever endowments, op- 
portunities or privileges a man possesses 
must be directed into the channel of this 
one great, compelling purpose of life. We 
are here not to please ourselves, not to 
promote our own cause, not even to pre- 
pare ourselves for the future, but simply 
and solely to do the will and the work of 
‘God. Jesus said: ‘‘I came to do the will 
of Him that sent me.’’ ‘‘Lo, I come, I 
delight to do Thy will, O God.’? ‘‘My meat 
and my drink is to do the will of my 
Father.’’ That was His life, that was the 
which He 
lived. If that purpose involved hardship, 
suffering, sacrifice, death, He was ready to 
endure them. If it brought Him joy He 
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accepted it. He conceived of life as a 


service, not as a stage. Life, with Him, 

was not a play, but a program itself. 
Now, to be sure, life is a school. We 

learn our lessons as we go along. Experi- 


ence is our best teacher. The things that 
are really worth knowing cannot be taught 
us in any other way than by that of 
experience. We learn by our failures, our 
defeats, our successes, our victories. Our 
daily life is a school. Drudgery is disci- 
pline; trials are training courses; joys and 
sorrows are sources of power. Day by day 
we are jostled and driven, and we come 
from the tumult and turmoil of life with 
. new spoils, but, the idea is that the strength 
and vigor which we acquire must be ap- 
plied directly and immediately to the 
larger and fuller service of God in the 
work of His Kingdom. 

This conception of life brings its store 
of lessons. If life is intended for sery- 
ice we must make the best of our lives. 
Life with its powers and possibilities must 
be consecrated. ‘‘For their sakes I sanc- 
tify Myself,’’ said Jesus. He made the 
most of Himself for the sake of others. 
We must key up our lives to the highest 
possible pitch that we may render the high- 
est possible service. 

Then we must put fresh enthusiasm into 
our life. We must not whine and pine 
and mourn and moan through life. We 
must not everlastingly bewail and lament 
its hardships and trials. We must put joy 
and cheer and hope into it. Sometimes 
life seems so empty and meaningless be- 
cause we lack spirit and power. We have 
so little of it, we do not have it in its 
abundance, its overflowing fullness, and it 
becomes burdensome to us. Life is begot- 
ten in us by giving life. ‘‘Give and it 
shall be given unto you’’ is the divine 
law. 

Life is continuous. That is the mes 
sage from God’s Word everywhere. This 
life is not essentially different from that 
which is to come. It is part of one great 
circle. Therefore, we may live the heav- 
enly life here and now, and that gives a 
new meaning to life. 


““Tell me not in mournful numbers 
Life is but an empty dream, 

For the soul is dead that slumbers 
And things are not as they seem. 


“‘Life is real, life is earnest, 
And the grave-is not its goal. 
‘Dust thou art, to dust returnest,’ 
Was not spoken of the soul.’’

This morning I issued orders that under 
certain conditions all the children should 
leave their work and start yelling with all 
their might and to run from building to 
building until every one about the place 
would hear them. At the proper time all 
this was to be done as quickly and as 
vigorously as possible. 


At about 10 o’clock when I was very 
busy in the office with work that could not 
well be interrupted, all at once I heard a 


‘fixed annual feature, with the single ex- 
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terrific noise in the hall. I hurried out to 
scold the disturbers of the peace, and then 
I remembered the orders which I had given 
in the morning and felt like yelling too. 


Now there are no orders that could be 
given at the Orphans’ Home which would 
be more likely to be obeyed to the letter 
and even a little beyond it than the order 
to yell, and it seems to me that there are 
no children anywhere that can yell louder 
than the Bethany children. And this morn- 
ing the yelling was particularly good. 


And what was all this yelling for? Why 
were such strange orders given? It was 
this: We had been informed that in all 
likelihood a number of airplanes would 
go from Lebanon to Reading some time 
during the forenoon and we wished every- 
body to see them. It takes but a very 
short time for ithem to come into sight 
and to pass out of sight. The ordinary 
Bethany noises may well prevent the hear- 
ing of the buzzing of the motors, and so 
these wonderful machines might pass over 
us without our noticing them. 


But not when the Bethany children have 
orders to watch, to run and to yell. They 
have sharp eyes and they hear well, even 
better than they heed at times. It takes 
a smart airman who can fly over the Home 
grounds without some Bethany child hear- 
ing and seeing him, and when they hear 
and see they run and yell, and in a few sec- 
onds every one is out and looking and ad- 
miring the novel and beautiful sight. 


And a most beautiful sight it was this 
morning! For once we felt very glad for 
what at other times we do not like at all, 
namely, a good lot of vigorous Bethany 
yelling.

CATAWBA COLLEGE 


Two letters came in the same mail. In 
one the writer says: ‘‘I presented your 
appeal to my Sunday School and four 
classes took it up with pleasure.’’ Then 
came the names of the classes: Delta Alpha, 
Doreas, Bethany and Zwingli, and a check 
to cover forty dollars. I said that is fine 
and shows what can be done. The writer 
in the other letter declined to open the 
Church on the ground of interfering with 
the New Movement, but the spirit of the 
brother left a possible chance for an ex- 
planation which I here make. Through 
the New Movement Catawba College is to 
get $100,000. as her share. When the insti- 
tution comes into possession of that amount 
as an endowment she will be able to man- 
age the situation. The fact, however, 
should be clear to all who feel any inter- 
est in the work in the South that until 
such an amount is secured the Church at 
large must aid in the annual support. The 
Catawba College League plan aims to pro- 
vide for this annual deficit. It is a mod- 
est, easy way by which to do it.~ One 
hundred ‘Churches and one hundred indi- 
viduals outside of North Carolina will do 
it. It should hardly be a question whether 
that many could be found able to pay $10 
for education in the South, and to pay 
that amount without interfering with the 
New Movement. 

We have received some stimulating re- 
sponses from our friends in the North and 
substantial help, but to close the year we 
need to hear from the rest. The people 
here are doing the utmost in the raising 
of the full apportionment, building four 
new Churches, supplementing the support 
of weak charges and thus far have given 
in excess of apportionment $3,000 toward 
the college support this year. The people 
are awake to their opportunity as never 
before and are moving as rapidly as any jn 
the Chureh anywhere.

THE PROPOSED CHANGES TO THE 
CONSTITUTION 


About a month before the special meet- 
ing of the General Synod was held at Al- 
toona, I wrote, by request, an article for 
the Church papers giving my views regard- 
ing more frequent meetings of the General 
Synod. I advocated a meeting every year, 
or at least every two years. I am now 
thoroughly of the conviction that we need 
more frequent meetings. One of the pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution of 
the Church, to be voted upon by the Classes 
at their meetings this spring, is to amend 
Article 112 so that meetings shall be held 
annually instead of triennially, as at pres- 
ent. I hope that the Classes will vote 
practically unanimously in favor of this 
amendment. 


The second proposed amendment is to 
add an article providing for an Executive 
Commission of a District Synod. For my 
part I cannot see any work whatever for 
an Executive Commission of a District 
Synod. The only distinctive work of a 
District Synod is in connection with in- 
stitution within its own bounds or in- 
stitutions in which the Synod exercises a 
joint control. Any very important matter 
that would come up regarding such an in- 
stitution, that could not be attended to at 
the regular annual meeting, would justify 
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the holding of a special meeting of the 
Synod, but such meetings are almost never 
necessary. 

The third proposed amendment is to per- 
mit the General Synod to elect an Execu- 
tive ‘Commission. We never had such a 
Commission when the General Synod met 
only once in three years. There were times 
when we needed such an Executive Com- 
mission, but now wei are going to find the 
way out by having the General Synod meet 
every year. It seems to me that annual 
meetings of the General Synod will make 
an Executive Commission unnecessary, for 
the present at least. If the General Synod 
meets every year there will be little or no 
work for an Executive Commission. More- 
over, the present proposed amendment to 
the Constitution does not specify any duties 
of such an Executive Commission by put- 
ting them into the Constitution, but leaves 
it to the General Synod to determine the 
number of members, the power and duties 
and the term of service of such a Com- 
mission. 

The fourth proposed amendment is in the 
interest of efficiency and should meet with 
no opposition whatever. It amends Article 
67 of the Constitution, so that the con- 
sistory or joint consistory shall consider 
and act upon matters referred to it within 
60 days after the annual meeting of the 
Classis. 

I believe that it will be for the best in- 
terests of our Church if the first and fourth 
of these amendments are adopted, and the 
second and third rejected until the need 
of Executive Commissions is more clear 
and their duties are more definitely de- 
fined.
